Students of yel 
low fever and those interested In the es 
tablJshment Bad maintenance of quaran 
tiaei and camps of refuge will be In 
teraited la 
the study of the rule 


and regulations, prepared by the Bui 
geon-General for tbe guidance of officer 
in charge of these different measures o 
relief, and by the perusal of the many 
valuable contributions from tbe officers 
of the corps who saw active servtce In 
the late Florida epidemic. An article on 
"Tbe Diagnosis of Yellow Paver" by 
Passed Assistant Surgeon John Guiterai 
calls especial attention to tbe diaguoitu 
aymftomi of the disease which appear 
early in Itt oouria and which wiil 110 
doubt be of greatvalne in any lulure out 
break of the fever In clearing up the 
doubt and uncertainty whioh always at 
tends the arrival at a definite c oncluslon 
ID regard to tho flrst few cases nmch 
forebode the onset of an epidemic. 


Dr. C. Fagot, In an article on the 


"Treatment of Yellow Fever," fumishe 
more than thirty clinical oliarts of cases 
which came under his care, and which'il 
lostrate the altered ratio existing be< 
tween poise and temperature so charac- 
lerlitlo of this fever. Dr. Fagot was In 
charge of tbe fever hospital at Camp 
ferry, and enjoyed exceptional opportu- 
nities for witnessing the courso of the 
disease from IM very inoipioncy. 


Surgeon W. H. H. Button, who was la 


command of Camp Perry- almost from 
the beginning to the close of tho epi- 
demic, gives an interesting sketch of the 
establishment of this, tho first oamp of 
"detention and observation" known in 
the history of epidemics

ment of the camp was an experiment, 
but, 
unlike most experiments, it full] 


justified the most singulue expectations 
ot its origlnutof. Surgeon Hat ton also 
contributes an article on "The United 
States Inspection Service," which ex 
plains tie measures tafeen tp prevent the 
spread of the fever to other parts of the 
country.

It was supposed Mr 
Cannon, who is past 60 years of age, hat 
been killed, but he was only bruised am 
severely shocked. Friends carried him 
into John Imboden's residence, where he 
was placed on a lounge in the parlor am 
attended by Drs. Eeil, Spalding, Chen 
oweth, and Connelly, of Harristown, the 
ladies of the house first bathing his 
head and afterward supplying the physi 
ciana with everything needful for the in- 
jured man. There were no fractures dis- 
covered. There was an ugly abrasion on 
his left hip and the knee was wrenched. 
He suffered considerable pain, but before 
six o'clock be was able to be placed in a 
vehicle and taken to his home near Hur- 
ristown, 9 miles west of Decatur. The 
team was stopped near the John Ullrich 
residence—no damage of consequence ex- 
cept to the harness. The funeral cortege 
did not pass on to the cemetery until 
some time after Mr. Cannon was hurt. 
Many of the ladies were hysterical with 
fright, one lady who believed her hus- 
land, a pall-bearer, had 
been killed,
